busi ness of the people of St. 
M aarten." 

And, after stressi n g th at the 
DP will be counting on the 
support of the people of St. 
Maarten "especially when 
we face some of the rough 
and tough decisions," she 
concluded: "R emember, the 
time for politics is over and 
the time for governing has 
started." 

Earlier, she said yesterday 
was a significant day for the 
D P, for it was truly "a new 
beginning" and "anewchap- 
ter," because after eight 
years of coalition govern¬ 
ment, with a change of gov¬ 
ernment practical lyevery 15 
months, the DP is the ma¬ 
jority party once again. 

"Today, I feel vindicated - 
vindicated of the humilia¬ 
tion, vindicated of the slan¬ 
der. I feel once again that I 
have overcome...." she told 
Island Council to applause 
from hercolleaguesand the 
packed gallery. Co-founder 
of the party Dr. Claude 
Wathey would have also felt 
vindicated, she added.

A ccordingto Berlijn, "W ing 
is in full swing" and it is cur¬ 
rently involved in several 
"long-term, high-quality 
projects," including the 
harbour extension project 
and a "large number" of 
smaller land survey and hy¬ 
drographic projects in St. 
Maarten and neighbouring 
islands. 

H e also indicated that the 
company will be involved in 
deploying a number of Real 
TimeKinematic(RTK) Glo¬ 
bal Positioning Systems on 
the island. T he first of these 
has already been installed at 
the harbour project for the 
main contractor there, Bal¬ 
last N edam, where it is in use 


for the installation of the 
accropodesand pilesforthe 
jetty now under construction. 

The RTK system, he ex¬ 
plained, is capable of giving 
highly accurate positionsand 
height within I ess than a sec¬ 
ond. 

Berlijn also explained that 
the rumours that the com- 
panywill bepullingoutmight 
have been prompted by the 
stepped-up activities at its 
premises in M adame Estate, 
which have just been re¬ 
painted and re-equipped and 
from where old equipment 
and furniturewere either sold 
or given away.

In spite of the fact that the 
full text of the ruling in last 
mentioned case was not yet 
available on Friday, it can be 
concluded that the resort will 
now be tied up in litigation 
for a considerable length of 
time. 

Efforts to have the question 
of ownership solved in sum¬ 
mary proceedings have obvi¬ 
ously not been successful. 

As reported earlier, 
Carchidi claims he bought 
PortdePlaisancewith money 
borrowed from Ozkan. But, 
Ozkan says Carchidi bought 
the resort in his name with 
hismoneyandwasoffered 15 
per cent of the shares. 

Schutte and J aeger say they 
agreed to buy most of the 
resort from Carchidi, a deal 
Ozkan,daimingto bethereal 
owner, refuses to recognize. 

But, the Court on Friday 
apparently had its doubts 
about the question of owner- 
ship. I n his ruling J udge 
Wefers Bettink says that on 
basis of the documents pre¬ 
sented to him one must for 
the time being assume that 
Ozkan has a claim to all the 
shares of the resort rather 
than Carchidi. H owever, the 
J udge nevertheless was not 
willing to order Carchidi to 
hand over a company bank 
account as requested by 
Ozkan. 

With that question unre¬ 
solved and I iens on the entire 
estate prolonged, lawyersfor 


all parties are now readying 
for regular proceedings to 
determine who owns what 
and whetherSchutteandJ ae¬ 
ger have first rights of pur¬ 
chase. 

With the possibility of ap¬ 
peal first within the N ether- 


landsA ntillesand in final in¬ 
stance to the H igh Court in 
the Netherlands, the resort 
will betiedupin litigation for 
years to come. U nless, of 
course, parties decide to re¬ 
solve their differences out of 
court.

PHILIPSBURG—Judging 
from yesterday's swearing in 
ceremonies, Lt. Governor 
D ennis R ichardson has clear 
support from the new mem¬ 
bers of the opposition SPA 
party, while the members of 
the D P majority government 
were dead silent on his role 
as chairman of the Executive 
Council. 

The Lt. Governor was 
thanked and praised byCoun- 
cilmen Edgar Lynch and Wil¬ 
liam M arlin for his coopera¬ 
tion with theSPA-led Execu¬ 
tive Council and leadership 
through the hurricanes and 
other difficult times the is¬ 
land faced over the last five 
years. 

M arlin, in extending "a spe¬ 
cial thank you" spoke about 
himself and the Lt. Governor 
making "a great team travel- 
lingto H olland and negotiat- 
ingon behalf of St. M aarten." 

In their address, however, 
the DP members made no 
mention of the Lt. Governor 
in his capacity as chairman. 
This silence further fueled 
speculation thatthe relation¬ 
ship between the DP and 
R ichardson is a shaky one at 
best. D uringtheelectioncam- 
paign, several D P candidates 
called on the Lt. G overnor to 
resign his post.

R ichardson asked thel sland 
Council to adhereto the prin¬ 
ciples of good governance, 
which includes no abuse of 
authority, no unfairdecisions, 
no decisions without proper 
justification and no discrimi¬ 
nation. They should also en¬ 
sure trust and fair play.

Air ALM to stop flights 
at change of millennium 


WILLEMSTAD-Air ALM 
will not be flying from the 
evening hours of December 
31st until thefollowing morn¬ 
ing January 1st, 2000. 

Public Relations Officer Isa 
H enriquez explained that the 
national carrier will betaking 
thisprecautionary measure to 
double check all millennium 
sensitive equipment of the 
aircraft and reservation sys¬ 
tem. 

H enriquez: "The flights will 
be stopped at 9:00pm, so that 
we will have time to test and 
double check. The following 
daywewill beflyingagain, but 
wewill keep a time span of 10 
hours to solve unforeseen 
problems." 

Air ALM has been in the 
process of evaluating the in¬ 
ternal system and making an 


inventory of the external sys¬ 
tem since last year. "We have 
named a committee which is 
looking at the equipment to¬ 
gether with a consultant. This 
consultant is also in contact 
with other airports," she said. 

H enriquez assured that the 
evaluation of the internal sys¬ 
tems has been co mpl eted .The 
computers have been 
adapted, the systems are up¬ 
graded, a fiber optic cable has 
been connected and a new 
internal network is being in¬ 
stalled. 

"In this respect the millen¬ 
nium problem has advantages, 
we now have top of the line 
equipment," she added. 

Things are a bit more com¬ 
plicated with the external sys¬ 
tems, like the reservation, 
check in and communication 


systems. "An airport makes 
use of so many systems. It is 
important that we monitor 
thisclosely, butwearedepen- 
dent on suppliers. Some sup¬ 
pliers have completed their 
testing, while others are still 
in the process of becoming 
millennium proof," 
H enriquez said. 
Thespokeswoman explained 
that a contingency plan had 
been set up in case of unex¬ 
pected problems during the 
ten hours the airline will not 
f lyi ng between D ecem ber 31st 
and January 1st. Air ALM is 
not expecting less bookings 
because of the millennium 
change. 

"It is always a busy period. 
This year as well," she said. 


PH ILIPSBURG—The 
SummerJ obProgram, initi¬ 
ated bytheGovernmentand 
coordinated by Shermina 
Powell-R ichardson, is well 
under way.

Originally there were 135 
applicants, but this has 
grown to abouttwo hundred. 
Fifty students have been 
placed throughout the vari¬ 
ous government depart¬ 
ments, while others have 
been placed in the private 
sector. 

The number of students 
working in the private sec¬ 
tor is not known, because 
some of the students got 
their summer jobs by going 
straight to the businesses 
themselves. 

While most of the students 
have been placed in jobs, 
therearestill some who have 
yet to be placed. "We are 
still placing students, we 
placed fifty with the govern¬ 
ment, because that isal I that 
the budget permits, but we 
arestillseekingemployment 
for other studentswithi n the 
private sector," Powell- 
R ichardson said. 

She added that the private 
sector had already taken the 
responsibilityof hiring many 
students, though these stu- 
dentsdid notgo through the 
program. 

Explaining why some stu¬ 
dents get jobs with the pri¬ 
vate sector while others do 


not, she said, "We take the 
names of all companies and 
the companies tell us what 
positions are available. We 
then send the students out 
on interviews and the com¬ 
panies decide who will get 
the job. So it's out of our 
hands who will get the job." 

She added that typing and 
computer skills seemed to 
be a necessity when seeking 
employment in the private 
sector. "I find it hard to be¬ 
lieve that there are students 
outthere that were never on 
a computer, but those are 
the key areas with the pri¬ 
vate sector," she said. 

Powell-R ichardson en¬ 
couraged the young people 
to seek employment on their 
own, as well as apply with 
the Summer J ob Program, 
because as she put it, "We 
havetolookforajobfor200 
applicants, whereasyou only 
have to look for a job for 
yourself."

She mentioned that ques¬ 
tions had been raised about 
why the Summer J ob Pro¬ 
gram had sought employ¬ 
ment within the private sec¬ 
tor so late in the year. "I 
don't think it had to do with 
timing. To get it set up it 
takesprocessi ng and the pro¬ 
cess took time in govern¬ 
ment. So it would not have 
been wise to go out and ask 
the private sector about, jobs 
if it was not finalized from 
within," she explained. 
Though she said that some 
businesses expressed a pref¬ 
erence for University or 
MTS students, shesaidthey 
weretryingto stayawayfrom 
that kind of attitude. She 
said they wanted to give all 
students- 16yearsand older 
-who wanted employment a 
chance to work in their cho¬ 
sen field.

tions. 

The Chairmen of the two 
Island Councils were in¬ 
structed to bring this motion 
to the attention of all partners 
in the Kingdom.

SABA —The new Island 
Council of Saba was sworn 
in on Friday. In the same 
meetingWillJ ohnsonofthe 
ruling WIPM party pre¬ 
sented three motions. One 
concerned the Solidarity 
F und (see separate article). 

I n the second motion con¬ 
cerning the Saba Bank, the 
I si a n d C o u n ci I wa nts to saf e- 
guard the patrimony of the 
people of Saba by calling on 
the F ederal G overnment of 
Netherlands A nti lies to re¬ 
linquish all rights to theSaba 
Bank area with regard to 
mineral rights, as well as to 
the granting of licences to 
fish in all ofthewatersofthe 
Saba Bank, including those 
falling within the 200-mile 
economic fishing zone. 


In the third motion the 
Executive Council is in¬ 
structed to, wi th i n th e sh o rt- 
est possible time, make an 
Island Resolution regulat¬ 
ing work permits. A fee of at 
least NAf. 800 should be 
charged for the annual re¬ 
newal of a working permit 
to foreigners to cover ser¬ 
vices to regulate working 
permits for workers. 

A fee of at least NAf. 1500 
should be charged for ser¬ 
vices to regulate the work¬ 
ing permits of managerial 
staff. These fees will not be 
levied on holders of D utch 
passports, religious leaders, 
retirees who are bonafide 
investors and not seeking 
employment, as well as the 
faculty, students and their 


abuse of foreigners who 
come to Saba and are taken 
advantage of, with business 
people not paying them the 
minimum wage or not pay¬ 
ing for their health care in¬ 
surance. 

J ohnson added that the I s- 
land Government had to 
take this measure to regu¬ 
late th e si tu ati o n, b ecau se i t 
couldn't allow these people 
to become a liability to gov¬ 
ernment.

Police dispute settled 
after PM's intervention 


KINGSTON, J amaica—The 
dispute between the Police 
Federation and the govern¬ 
ment was settled Thursday 
following a meeting with 
Prime Minister Percival 
Patterson in his office at J a- 
maica H ouse. 

H ead of the Police I nforma- 
tion Centre (PIC) Assistant 
Superintendent] amesForbes 
confirmed the settlement but 
said that the executive of the 
Federation "was keeping the 
details for the agreement for 
a mass meeting of the mem¬ 
bers" to be held next Tues¬ 
day. 

Rank and file members of 
the police force have been 
calling in sick since Wednes¬ 
day despite the decision of 
Patterson to meet Thursday 
with the executive of the F ed- 
eration in afurther attemptto 
resolve a long-standing pay 
dispute. 

The PIC told CANA that 
police stations and depart¬ 
ments across the island were 
again affected by reduced 


numbers after many police 
officers called in sick. 

"The situation is much the 
same as yesterday," the PIC 
spokesperson said. Large 
numbers of police officers 
stayed off the job Wednes¬ 
day, hampering police opera¬ 
tions. 

This despite the fact that 
under J amaican law the po¬ 
lice are listed asan "essential 
service" and would be in 
breach should their sick-out 
be considered "industrial ac¬ 
tion". 

The sick-out also defied a 
Supreme Court Order se¬ 
cured by the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral last week, barring the 
police force from taking in¬ 
dustrial action for 14 days on 
the grounds that it would en¬ 
danger thepublicand national 
security. 

R adioj amaica reported that 
soldiers had been dispatched 
to St. Thomas in the island's 
east to assist police opera¬ 
tions.

HAVANA, Cuba-Cuba, 
which has hailed the intro¬ 
duction of the euro asa wel¬ 
come challenge to the "tyr¬ 
anny" of the US dollar, has 
started using the E uropean 
currency in its transactions 
with 11E uropean trade part¬ 
ners. 

Cuba's Central Bank said 
in a statement Friday that as 
of Thursday, J uly 1, use of 
the euro was made obliga¬ 
tory for all of the island's 
contractand paymenttrans- 
actions with the 11 Euro¬ 
pean U nion states that have 
formally adopted the cur¬ 
rency. 

This move would help to 
streamline and simplify 
C uba'stradi ng relationswith 
these countries by bringing 
greater stability and trans¬ 
parency to prices and ex¬ 
change rates. 

Thecommunist-ruled Car¬ 
ibbean island, which is the 
target of a 37-year-old U S 
economic embargo, was be¬ 
lieved to be the first Latin 
American nation to adopt 
the euro in this way.

Brown'sprivatelifehascome 
in for scrutiny in recent years 
with talk of drug abuse and a 
promiscuous lifestyle. But as 
the rumour mill swirled, most 
remembered the R astafarian 
singer for the voluminous 
body of work he left. 

"Let's leave the negatives 
behind, theyare minor to posi¬ 
tives he left behind," said 
M ichael Barnett, a show pro¬ 
moter who was close to 
B rown. The positives of Den¬ 
nis B rown, as B arnett says, far 
outweighs the negatives asso¬ 
ciated with him in recentyears. 

Regarded as the last of the 
great reggae singers, Brown 
was born on 0 range Street in 
1957. Because that location 
was dominated by record stu¬ 
dios and stores it was dubbed 
"Beat Street". It seemed an 
appropriate origin for Brown 
who wouId begi n recordi ng at 
12-years-oldatthenearbyStu- 
dio One where the Wailers 
and other noted Jamaican 
musicians got their start. 

At Studio One, Brown re¬ 
corded several hit songs as 
the"BoyWonder". After leav-

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Britain, Ireland announce blueprint for peace 



BE LFAST—Britain and 
Ireland on Friday an¬ 
nounced a plan—but not a 
formal agreement— to set up 
acoalition N orthern I reland 
government this month and 
to start guerrilla disarma¬ 
ment within days of it com¬ 
ing into force. 

British Prime M inister 
Tony Blair fervently urged 
the British province's war¬ 


ring Protestant and R oman 
Catholic parties to grasp a 
chance for a lasting peace by 
endorsing the plan. "This is 
an historicopportunity. N ow 
isthe time to seize it," Blair 
told reporters. 

H esaid the plan, a bold bid

M OSCOW —France and 
Russia said on Friday the 
Kosovo crisis had proved a 
test for their traditionally 
good relations, but vowed 
to overcome the problems 
and look to the future.

J ospin, who gave a joint

Y eltsin made clear that

Cablecar probe starts

BEIJING — Rumoursswirl- 
ing through Asian markets 
this week about the resig¬ 
nation of Chinese premier 
Zhu Rongji have high¬ 
lighted his vulnerability 
even though few analysts 
take the reports seriously. 

Zhu has come under fire 
from powerful domestic 
forces, who have accused 
him of selling out state- 
owned enterprises and 
farmers in his eagerness to 
open the country to outside 
competition in a bid to join 
the World Trade 
Organisation. "He is ex¬ 
posed and probably weak¬ 
ened to some extent," one 
Western diplomat said. 

H ardliners in China's 
Communist hierarchy are 
believed to have intensified 
criticism of Zhu after 
NATO bombedtheChinese 
embassyinBelgradeinM ay. 
The U nited States has 
apologised and said the 
bombing was a "mistake" 
caused by outdated maps, 
but China has rejected the 
explanation as "unconvinc¬ 
ing". State media and many 
ordinary Chinese are con¬ 
vinced it was deliberate. 

"Exposed isonething, but 
resigning is another," the 
diplomat said. 

Rumours that Zhu might 
step down swept Asia's fi¬ 
nancial markets on 
Wednesday and caused jit¬ 
ters in H ong Kong. China's 
State Council, or cabinet, 
dismissed thespeculation as 
groundless. But Shanghai's 
B index and domestic A 
share markets all lost more 
than seven percent on 
Thursday as the rumours 
trickled into China's 
bourses. 

"There was always that 
speculation that he was on 
the backfootsincethe WTO 
problems, and thefailureto 
get agreement in the bomb¬ 
ing of the embassy," one 
Asian diplomat said. Zhu's 
failure to nail down a WTO 
deal during a visit to the 
U nited States in A pri I, even 
afterofferingmajorconces- 
sions, was believed to have 
undermined his position. 

But diplomats and stock 


traderswere sceptical ofthe 
resignation rumours, which 
have surfaced several times 
since Zhu took office in 
M arch 1998 and touted a 
tough reform programme 
that threatened powerful 
bureaucratic interests and 
millions of jobs in the 
bloated, loss-making state 
sector. "There is an eco¬ 
nomic cost obviously in 
terms of markets because 
heissowell knownandliked 
byforeigners," the W estern 
envoy said. 

"I think there would be 
ripples all the way through 
China's economy and for¬ 
eign investors would be very 
cautious," the diplomat 
said. "The ripples through 
the system would be quite 
enormous, there is a risk 
that it would result in 
chaos." 

If Zhu resigned, it could 
be destabilising ahead ofthe 
50th anniversary of the 
People's Republic on Octo¬ 
ber 1 and the return of the 
Portuguese-administered 
enclave of M acau to Chi¬ 
nese rule on D ecember 20. 
"They still need him to run 
the economy," the Asian 
diplomatsaid. "Their prob¬ 
lems will not go away just 
because they get rid of him. 
If they get rid of him now, 
howdotheyhandlethatslew 
of difficult economic deci¬ 
sions that need to be 
taken?" 

China isgrappling with sev¬ 
eral problems—a lumber¬ 
ing state sector, technically 
bankrupt state banks, wide¬ 
spread corruption, unem¬ 
ployment, rising crime and 
disgruntled peasants— after 
two decades of sweeping 
economic reforms. 

A second Western diplo¬ 
mat noted that Zhu had 
been known to muse that 
hislife would bealot easier 
had he taken a job in 
academia after a lengthy 
career asaneconomicplan- 
ner.

M ost of the about 80 gen¬ 
darmes who arrived shortly 
after the crash were still in 
the area, protecting the crash 
site and keeping curious on- 
lookersawayfrom the village 
church where seven bodies 
still lay waiting to be re¬ 
claimed byfamilies.

In addition to the technical 
probe,ajudicial investigation 
for suspected manslaughter 
was set to be opened by state 
prosecutor M ichel Selaries, 
based in the nearby city of 
Gap. Selaries has said there 
could have been serious fail¬ 
ures in the cablecar machin¬ 
ery. Fie planned no further 
statement Friday. 

The regional newspaper 
D auphine L ibere said main¬ 
tenance operations on the 
hook and brake connecting 
the car to the pulling cable 
had been carried out on 
Wednesday by a man who 
was killed in the crash hours 
later. 

In an indication that the 
brake may have failed, J ean- 
Pierre H uard of the Poma 
company which built the 
cablecar has said it appeared 
to have slid backwards. As it 
gathered speed, it unhooked 
and fell, he said.

Brahma President Marcel 
Tellessaid the association— 
with a market valueestimated 
by analysts at $3.8 billion to 
$4.8 billion—"would never 
happen if we were just look¬ 
ing at Brazil." 

U nder the plan, Brahma 
would emerge as the domi¬ 
nant partner, with its con¬ 
trolling shareholders owning

British oil 
companies 
hail North Sea 
tax break 

LONDON —Britain'sbelea- 
guered offshore oil industry 
on Friday welcomed a gov¬ 
ernment plan to restore a tax 
break, saying it could help 
prolong North Sea explora¬ 
tion and production. 

Shell U .K. Exploration and 
Production and BP Amoco 
saidtheproposal to give capi¬ 
tal gains tax rollover relief 
would help sustain trading 
of assets among producers 
in the 30-year-old petroleum 
province. "We can shuffle 
the pack more effectively to 
get the best out of the N orth 
Sea. That's good both for 
the companies and for the 
country," a BP Amoco 
spokesman said. 

The U K Offshore Opera¬ 
tors Association said the 
move was an incentive for 
companies to maximise pro¬ 
duction levelsand maximise 
their investments in the ma¬ 
turing oil province. "The 
measure shows 

government's commitment 
to secure the long terms fu¬ 
ture of the UK offshore in¬ 
dustry and the 380,000 jobs 
that depend on it," an asso¬ 
ciation spokeswoman said. 
The industry group said it 
also offered scope to extend 
field life and prolong em¬ 
ployment in an industry pro¬ 
ducing around 2.7 million 
barrels per day of crude oil. 
British tax authorities said 
onThursdaytheywould pro¬ 
pose giving oil companies 
capital gainstax rollover re¬ 
lief when they sell interests 
in U K oil licences and invest 
the proceeds in another 
N orth Sea asset. The capital 
gainstaxmove,for which the 
oil and gasindustry has been 
calling, would allow compa¬ 
nies to defer the tax charge 
on any capital gain on the 
transaction. 

If approved, this would be 
the first time the measure 
has been available to com- 
paniesin the N orth Sea since 
1987, when a previous tax 
change removed the relief. 
The measure is to be put 
forward as a clause in the 
Finance Bill. 

"The proposal is modest in 
tax terms, but very impor¬ 
tant as a signal that the 
governmment has under¬ 
stood and is responding to 
theindustry'sconcerns," said 
M alcom Brinded, managing 
drectorofShell Expro, which 
operatesi n the N orth Sea on 
behalf of Royal Dutch Shell 
and Exxon Corp.

Dear Mr. Editor, 

Herewith please allow me 
again some place in your 
upcoming issue of your pa¬ 
per in respect of the present 
situation with an unquali¬ 
fied M anaging D irector 
heading the SM PA. 

Please note this is not writ¬ 
ten to bring down the per¬ 
son appointed for the posi¬ 
tion, but to indicate both to 
the local politicians and 
population at large what it 
takes to ru n a port I i ke what 
is presently being built in St. 
M aarten. 

A little-known fact to the 
majority of the people of St. 
M aarten, is that most of the 
visiting freighters are ves¬ 
sels that are chartered by 
shipping companies that 
serve St. M aarten. The ves- 
selsare put up for charter by 
their owners for whatever 
reasontheymayhave. H ow- 
ever, a charter is a rather 
complicated issue, whereby 
theCharterPartyisthemain 
written documentgoverning 


the charter during the pe¬ 
riod of charter; rights and 
obligations for both parties 
aredescri bed i n such a C har- 
ter Party. 

To be able to ascertain the 
condition of the chartered 
vessel, which is of utmost 
importance financially for 
both parties, prior to and 
immediately after the end 
of the charter period the 
vessel is inspected by quali¬ 
fied marine surveyors. This 
is work that is regularly car¬ 
ried out here in St. M aarten 
prior to and after charter 
periods. 

F or the chartered vessel to 
be able to enter into a port 
and mooralongsidea berth, 
th e C h a rter P a rty states that 
they req u i re both a safe berth 
and safe port. The work in¬ 
cludes the measurement of 
the amount of fuel on board 
the vessel, as well as the 
physical condition of the 
vessel. This is best done 
while the vessel isalongside, 
and PortA uthorities should 


be aware of the purpose of 
the seeming delay in depar¬ 
ture of the vessel. 

Another very important 
aspect of the C harter Party, 
wherein the Port A uthori¬ 
ties are intimately involved, 
is the clause of the C harter 
Party describing the safe 
port/safe berth system. A 
port or berth is to be consid¬ 
ered safe when the vessel 
can enter and remai n for the 
required period and not be 
subjected to dangers, unless 
thesedangersareunpredict- 
ableorare abnormal. 

W hatdoesthismean? W ell 
a very long list comes to 
mind, but again, as stated in 
an earlier letter, the safety 
of a vessel can among other 
things be guaranteed by the 
proper qualificationsof per¬ 
sonnel workingtheportthat 
is being visited by the vessel. 
M ainly indicating that the 
pilots are properly trained 
and certified, longshoremen 
properly trained and termi¬ 
nal management qualified 


to run a terminal where 
cargo is properly handled 
during loading and dis¬ 
charge. 

One of the problems that 
are presently appearing to 
become i mportant i n respect 
to a safe port or berth is the 
change in responsibility be¬ 


tween the M aster of the ves¬ 
sel andthepilotguidingthe 
vessel to be port or berth. 
For instance, in The Neth¬ 
erlands it has become cus¬ 
tom that the previous all 
around M aster's responsi¬ 
bility is now being shared 
between the M aster and Pi- 


Maladaptive Cultire at its best 


"Two cultures are at logger- 
heads in this case, lawyers 
Statiusvan EpsandDeCuba 
told Judge Bob Wit during 
the court battle between 
Schutte/Jaeger (Dutchmen) 
and Turkish businessman 
Sudi Ozkan on Wednesday." 
The lawyers pointed out that 
the Dutchmen were operat¬ 
ing within the context and 
principles of transparency 
and dealing through re¬ 
nowned banks and the Turk 
wasoperati ng contrary to the 
principles of transparency 
and legality. 

I am trying very hard to un¬ 
derstand where St. M aarten's 
culture came into question in 
this particular case. Never¬ 
theless when emotions are 
running high and one feels 
defeated it's quite possible 
that attack will be launched 
against an innocent by¬ 
stander, in this case St. 
Maarten's culture, in order 
not to defend the real issue. 

The people of St. M aarten 
and all ethnic groupings re- 
sidingon the island have been 
insulted by Mr. Hoeksma's 
statement: "We live on an 
island without culture. The 
only culture St. M aarten 
knows is a culture of chicken 
legs." 

M y interpretation of this 
unfortunate emotional out¬ 
burst in court is, we are deal¬ 
ing with someone who's op¬ 
erating out of a culture that 
has become maladaptive. 

Culture is portable, which 
has both advantages and dis¬ 
advantages. When an immi¬ 
grant group first arrives in a 
strange receiving society (St. 
M aarten), the traditions and 
customs in the group's cul¬ 
ture provide a source of reas¬ 
surance and comfort, even 
though they may not be com- 
pletelyadaptiveto thegroup's 
new environment. 

As time goes on, however, 
the traditions and customs 
have increasingly less prag- 
maticsurvival value. I n other 
wo rds, they beco me mal adap- 
tive. I n effect, the idea to at¬ 
tack an innocent bystander, 
to run awayfrom dealing with 
the truth of the matter, has 
beenfrozenforyearsand lives 
only in those who desire to 
operatefromafossilized/mal- 


adaptive culture. 

If eating chicken legs satis- 
fiesa vast amount of people's 
instinctive biological need of 
hunger in any particular soci¬ 
ety, does that make that soci¬ 
ety a chicken leg culture? 
W hat about eati ng spaghetti, 
French fries, Boertenkool, 
tacos, pizzas or for that mat¬ 
ter eating with chopsticks — 
do these preferences deter¬ 
mine one's culture? 

Let us examine the miscon- 
ceptions about culture. 
Knowledge and ideas are at 
the heart of culture, but if 
this is all culture consists of, 
andthenitisverymuchinthe 
mind.Social lifeismore than 
this, as it consists of behav- 
iorsoractionsaswell asideas. 
B ut when we watch people 
carryingoutactionsin repeti¬ 
tive, patterned ways or cus¬ 
toms, we are not seeing bits 
of a group's culture. I nstead 
we are seeing the embodi¬ 
ment of a cultural program. 
I n short, behavior is not cul¬ 
ture; rather, behavior con¬ 
tains culture. 

In conclusion I would liketo 
leave you with the following 
thoughts: 

Should any St. M aartener 
be ashamed of chicken legs 
being part and parcel of his 
or her diet? Should any self- 
respecting individual feel 
ashamed of being part and 
parcel of a culture that or¬ 
chestrated apartheid? 

Should any St. M aartener 
be ashamed of coexisting 
peacefully together, for 350 
yearsand possibly more, with 
various ethnic groups? 

Should any self-respecting 
individual feel ashamed of 
practicing genocide against 
another race?

The outcome of Court 
Cases in The Netherlands 
as well asBelgium indicates 
clearly that both master and 
pilot are to be held respon¬ 
sible for their actions while 
the vessel is under pilotage.

A nother aspect that could 
have adverse financial con- 
sequencesth rough claimsor 
court cases started by either 
Owners or Charterers of a 
visiting vessel is ascertain¬ 
ing when a vessel has ar¬ 
rived, in respect to the Safe 
Port/Berth clauses. 

The basic things for a Port 
Authority to ascertain and 
make known to the Ship¬ 
ping Community are the le¬ 
gal limits of the port; the 
administrative limits of the 
port; the fiscal limits of the 
port and the geographical 
limits of the port. 

The moment a chartered 
vessel is deemed to have ar¬ 
rived in a port, the laydays 
commence. This term de¬ 
scribes the period that the 
vessel isal lowed bytheOwn- 
ersto load and/or discharge 
her cargo. It is of course in 
theinterestoftheCharterer 
to keep these days to a mini¬ 
mum. 

Therefore congestion in a 
port is not a good thing for a 
Chartered vessel, which 
again puts the responsibility 
ontheshouldersoftheM an¬ 
aging D irector of the Ports 
A uthority in view of a 
smooth running of his port, 
mainly based upon proper 
communications with the 
ship'sagentsusingtheport's 
facilities, in view of the ex¬ 
pected times of arrival of 
vessel and the subsequent 
allowed berthing location. 

Again it is observed that 
the M anaging D irector of a 
PortA uthority needsto be a 
person who has extensive 
sea-going experience at 
MASTER level, as well as 
full knowledgeof I nsurance, 
Charter Parties and Mari- 
time Law. 

Capt. M.J. Oosterwijk 
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Godfather author 
Puzo dies at 78 


BAY SHORE, New York- 
M ario Puzo, author of the 
best-seller "The Godfather" 
which spawned theM afiafilm 
trilogy, died on F ridayof heart 
failure at his Long Island 
home, his agent said. H e was 
78. 

Puzo, who won Oscars for 
screenplays for "The G odfa- 
ther" and "The Godfather 
Part II," had just completed 
his latest organised crime 
book "Omerta," his agent, 
Neil Olson, said. 

Born in the tough New Y ork 


neighbourhood of H ell's 
K itchen on M anhattan'sW est 
Side, Puzo wrote several other 
novels chronicling organised 
crimefamilies, including "The 
Sicilian" (1984) and "TheLast 
Don" (1996) which was made 
into a hit 1997 television 
miniseries. "He had a great 
life. It's the true American 
immigrant success story, and 
it's reflected in his books," 
Jon Karp, Puzo's editor at 
R andom H ouse, told R euters. 
"H is books are going to last 
for all time," Karp added. "For 
as long as people want a good 
story, they'regoingto be read¬ 
ing M ario Puzo." 

B ut it was 1969's "T he G od- 
father," which sold more than 
21 million copies, with which 
Puzo would always be associ¬ 
ated, although theauthorsaid 
he wished he had "written it 
better. I wrote below mygifts." 
Still, thesaga of theC orleone 
family becameoneof thebest- 
selling books of all time, and 
the films "The Godfather" 
and "The G odfather Part 11" 
both won the best picture 
Academy Award. The first 


film also won a best actor 
Oscar for Marlon Brando, 
whose portrayal of Don 
Corleone became one of his 
trademark roles. 

11 was a casting decision for 
which Puzo took partial credit. 
"That was my suggestion," he 
toldLarryKingonCNN inan 
interview to promote "The 
Last Don." 

"I had read somewhere that, 
anditmaybetrue.thatDanny 
T homas wanted to play it, and 
no reflection on DannyTho- 
mas but I got so scared that I 


wrote Brando a letter and he 
called me up and he told me 
that no studio would take 
him," herecalled. "I went back 
to Paramount and I said, 
' B rando's the guy,' and they 
all said no. And then when 
(director) Francis (Ford 
Coppola) came on the film, 
he finessed them into accept¬ 
ing his decision." 

Puzo also wrote the screen¬ 
play or story for films that 
ranged from hits to flops, in¬ 
cluding'^ arthquake" (1974), 
"Superman" (1978), "The 
Cotton Club" (1984) and 
"C hristopher Columbus: The 
Discovery" (1992). 

But it was with "The Godfa¬ 
ther" that he made his mark. 
Puzo explained the story's 
popularitythisway: "It'swish- 
ful thinking.I thinkeverybody 
would like to have somebody 
that they could go to for jus¬ 
tice, without going through 
the law courts and the law¬ 
yers. 'The Godfather' was 
really, to me, a family novel, 
more than a crime novel," he 
added.

jump into a team car to 
return to his hotel. 


At the very moment when 
the former King of the 
M ountains left the Puy du 
Fou, followed by a mob of 
cameras, Tour director 
Jean-Marie Leblanc was 
makingharsh commentson 
the Polti team leader. "If 
Virenque won the Tour, it 
would beaveryseriousset- 
back for our race. It would 
not be the best thing for 
cycling in the hard times is 
is going through," he said. 

Virenque and Saiz were 
both reinstated by the In¬ 
ternational Cycling U nion 
(UCI) on Tuesday, over¬ 
ruling the earlier ban by 
Tour organisers. Leblanc, 
who admitted to jogging 
with UCI president Hein 
Verbruggen on Friday 
morning to discuss prob¬ 
lems, was more under¬ 
standing for Saiz than he 
wasfor V irenque. "W e had 
talks and decided to settle 
the row and to live peace¬ 
fully together for the three

Leblanc said. 

FI e had first decided not 
to invite Saiz to the race, 
which startstodayfrom the 
medieval theme park of L e 
Puy du Fou, because the 
ONCE team director had 
insulted the Tour.

Boldon, second to Greene 
in Athens three weeks ago 


when the A merican ran 9.79 
to demolish the world mark 
of 9.84 held by Canadian 
Donovan Bailey, powered 
away from his friend in the 
final 10 metres. It was 
G reene'sfirstlosssince break¬ 
ing the record. 

"Everyone else has run one 
(9.86) but I've run it four 
times," boasted Boldon, the 
200m world champion. "I 
promised mymom I wouldn't 
run 9.86 again but I did. But 
I'm very happy, there's noth¬ 
ing to be ashamed of when 
you hit your personal best for 
the second time in three 
weeks." 

Boldon'svictoryhelped ease 
some of the sting of being dis¬ 


qualified after winning the 
200m in Oslo on Wednesday, 
costing him a chance at the 
Golden League's $1 million 
jackpot. "I've been very emo¬ 
tional since I was disqualified 
in Oslo," said Boldon. "I 
needed this race to feel better.
